EGYPTIAN BANKING. 


Among the many subjects of general interest 
dealt with by Lord Cromer in his anneal re- 
port on the finances, administration; and con- 
dition of Egypt and the Sadan,to the main’ fea 
tares of which we have already referred, 
that cf the growth of banking operations in 
the Khedivial dominions is deserving of par- 
ticular attention. As Lord Ofomer states, 


there oan be no better indication of the de- 


velopment of commergial activity in Egypt 
than is afforded by the remarkable increase, 
daring the last few years, both in the pomber 
of banka established and tha voloms of basai- 
ness which thoy transact. Joint-atock banks 
in Bgypt may be olassed ander three heads : 
(1) Those which are exclasively Egyptian, 
deriving their corstitation from Khedivia) 
Dacree, and havirg their administration and 
seat of operations in Egypt ; (2) those which, 
although their business is confined more or 
less to Egypt, are constitated under the law- 
of the conntries where their principal Board 
of Directionis re-ident ; and (3) thoze con- 
eis‘ing ot branches of foreign establishments 
whore management and larger sphere of ac- 
tivity are elsewhere. Again, some of the insti. 
tations are deposit or general banks ; while 
others are mortgsge bavks, confining their 
hosiness to loans o7 real property. Io the 
case of the porely Ezyptian deposit banks, 
their share capital and reserves increased 
from £2,939,0°0 in 1901 to £6,300,000 last 
year; their total liabilities rose in the same 
period from £7,456,000 to £19,604.000, and 
their total assets from £10,585,00) to 
£26,424,000 Wereit possible to ascertain the 


figares relating to the Egyptian basiness cf 


the foreign banks acd the private banking 
firms, of which there are a considerable nom 
ber in the coantry, it is probable that some-

lo a country such’ as Egypt, where a com-

balance-sheets of most of the leading banks 
thatit woald be worth the attention of the 
directors to consider whether the proportion o° 
their fiabilities covered by cash, by money at 
call on\short notice, ot by first-class secarities, 
should not be méreased. This consideration 
haa confirmed Lord Cromer in the view he has 
long held, ‘that it is most advisable that an 
“inatitation shoald exist in this country 
“ which will, to a certain extent, be whild is 


gress has already been made in this direction, 
and has every hope that when, as will shortly 
be the case, negotiations are resumed, it will 
be found possible to arrive &t an understand- 
ing satisfactory to both parties. Meanwhile 
anyove who looks at the balance-sheet of the 
National Bank of Egypt will readily be able to 
satisfy bimself that its financial position is one 
ofexceptional strength. Ths development of 
basiness which has taken place in recent years 
in the Egyptian mort banks has been even 
more remarksble than that of the parely de- 
posit institotionr. The share an! debentare 
capital and the reserves of the mortgsge banks 
have increased from £7,263,000 in 1901 to no 
less «than £29,749,000 last year ; their 
liabilities rosé in the ssme period from 
£5,530,000 th £23,403,000 and the total 
assets from ,744,009 to £37,655,000, the 
number of thee banks baving increased from 
two t> six in the iotervsl. -At first sight, ths 
large ‘increase in the capital of these land 
banks looka rather startling ; bat Lord Cromer 
expresses the view that there is nothing in the 
figares wuich need cause alarm as to the 
sitcation of the landownersasa class.[o the first 
place, £8,£00,000 of the increase in capital 
was due to a financial operation between the 
Daira Sanieh Company and the Crédit Foncier, 
by which the latter took over the debts dose 
to the former. Other important factors were 
the reduction in the rate of interést which 
has taken place in the last few years, . 
and. the inoreasing confidence of the Egyp- 
tians generally ia banking  institations, 
these two factors having operated in the 
direction of sab:titating the banks, to s 
great extent,as creditors of the landed classes, 
in the place of the local asurers. 


The grest appreciatica in the valoe of Jaod 
woald, even if there were no anosual incresse 
in the nomber of mortgages, have caused « 
large increase in their capital valoe. Porther 
sales ot land by reclamation companies, which 
have lately been very active, count fora good 
deal in the increase, whilst the rapid growth 
vf Cairo and Alexandria has urqnestionably 
been the cause of mach borrowing: “mary 
people,” asthe report suggests, “find it more 
“ profitable to mortgage their property in order 
“to build, rather than “to withdraw capital 
from their business.” ‘Taking the depouit 
and mortgage banks together, the capital and 
reserves have increased from £10,202,000 to 
£36,019,000 since 1901, and the fact that by 
far the greiter portion of the money csmé 
from Barope largely explains the excess of the 
imports of merchandise and specie over the 
exports in the past couple of years, Last yest 
the Ayricaltaral Bank was authorised to isavé 
281,000 new Ordinary shares of £5 each to its 
old shareholders at par, thas raising the aatho- 
rived cspital from £2,500,000 to £3,740,000, 
and, at the same time, the directors were 
emp. wared to increase the debentore capital 
from £2,500,000 (which can only be issaed ia 
exchange tor oustanding bonds) to £6,§70,000, 
and £1 570,000 of the anthorised increase has 
j18t been offsred for sabsoription in threeand — 
a-half per cent. bonds at par. In the course 
of Iast year the Agricaltural Bank made 
106,373 loans, varying from £B10 to £55", 
45.267 of the 58,432 “B” loans (repayable 
overa period of years and gasravteed by 
mortgage) ranging from £10 to £850.

OPEN LETTER TO MUSTAPHA 
. PACHA KAMEL. 


Excel'ency, — I have no de:ire to awaken 
painful’ controversies, or to trouble you while 
engaged in the laborious task of explaining to 
the world‘n general the real completeness of 
the triomph of your Roler. I refer, of course, 
to his Majesty of Yildiz. This tesk shonld 
employ your faculties to the utmost, and if 
you can persuade your followers of-the trath 
of your contention you will take rank with the 


sage Iludibras, who, if I am rightly informed,. 


could prove that. black was white, and with 
Thrasymachus, most renowned of gophists, At 
its completion you will, I hope, beable to 
epare the time necessary for an anawer to cer- 
tain questions which I am fain to put to yon, 
and which in my homble Opinion deserve your 


attention. ' 


First, I will ask you what is your object 1 
To restore Egypt to the Egyptians !. Do you 
speak of the Moslem majority, or of all the in- 
habitants of the country,Copt, Syrian, Moslem, 
and Jaw alike? If you speak of all, what 
imp ersvaded you to throw your pen into the 
balance where'n the weights are graven with | 
Pan-Iglamic mottoes ? Did you believe that the 
eps oe of Egypt, ‘he men who have sided 
your people and their rolers to make Bgypt 
prospérocs, would lend you theiraid ? Did you 
hope for the support of those Christians who 
Were | ‘Nationalists before you reached yoor 
yearg of indiscretion? Or do yoa wish to 
reatote Egypt to the ‘Turks? Again, what is 
this new doctrine of Pan-Islamism?! I infer, 
from my slight knowledge of Oriental history, 
that you ‘desire to see all Moslems united in a 
hole beneath the beneficent rale of 
His Majasty Abdal Hamid I[. Bat can you be- 
lieve it possible that secular fends and hatreds 

witl PA tno obstacle to the sccomrplishment of 
y dr wish ? Will the Moslems of India cast 

infidel rule and depend on the Snltan of 
soo to defend them against the Sikh and 
the Ghoorka, the Mahratta and the Rajput ! 
Will Shiah combine with Sanni? Will the 
warriors.of Yemen and Nejd accept the rule 
~~ Tork ? Will European nations permit 
the disciples cof Atoal Hoda and Izzet Pacha 
to drive them from their pozsessions ! 

If yon desire to see sll Moslems acknow- 
ledge one spiritus! head, I fear you have a 
long road to travel. ‘Troe, the Sultan has in 
his keeping the sword and the standard of 
the Prophet,and at times prevents thé Bedouin 
from robbing the pilgrims whom devotion 
urges towards the Holy Places. But will the 
Afghan Emir, the Moorish Snltan, and the 
Arab Prince of Nejd acknowledge him as 
more than the first -among eqnals. I do not 
discnss his claims to the Caliphate ;I only 
wieh to know who will accept them onatside 
the limits of his Empire ! 

Thirdly-—If you accept the Grand Tork as 
your master, I would ask you whether you 
see much to admire in bis role. Do yor 


approve of its accompaniments—the grinding | 


taxation that is depopulating Syria, the de- 
lation that makes every Moslem afraid to 
express his inmost thoughts, the corroption 
that poisors justice, tha strange combination 
of niggardliness and profosion that robs the 
Empire of its wealth and is misnsmed finance | 
Do you—who claim to be impelled by pro- 
greative and liberal ideas—admire the obscn- 
rantism that discourages acience, that opposes 
invention ? Have you lived in any Ottoman 
province far from the Capital that has be- 
witched you as fallen Romo tewitched all the 
world.and seen the conscripts dragged away 
shoeless, half-clothed, withont doctors, without |- 
transport,to die in the Yemen or eerva withont 
pay year in, year out, in Macedonia or Kur- 
distan ? There is a reverse side, remember, 
to the Ottoman medal. - 

Lastly —I would say thisin warning. I am 
no lover of there Pan-isms, Pan-Germanism, 
Pan-S'aviem, Pan-lslamism, which lead to war 
and the last to the worst and craelest, to 
religions warfare. But I have no desire to 
see the Moslem belief oppressed or its pro- 
fessora insalted and I recognise the tolerance 
of the British ander whose rale- or guidance 
Moslems need fear no persecation of their 
faith. Pan-Islamism comes many hondred 
years too late if it brings with it “holy” 
war against the infidel, if it metes ont one 
jnstice to the Moslem and one to the Chria- 
tian, if it approves of maseacre and enslave- 
ment. ‘The idea of these horrors revolts you, 
bot will it. revolt the ignorant and the fana- 
tical to whom the doctrine calls? When all 


“}the world of Islam is eqasl, in justice, in 


‘chivalry, in civilisation, in tolerance with the 
Japanese whom you admire, Pan-Islamism 
will be possible, bat where are the signs of 
progress towards that equality ? To me Pan- 
I-lamism méans war and massacre, and the 
political overthrow of Islam, for if Islam binds 
itself together against Europe, the dissensions 


| that have saved the last great Moslém State 


from destraction will cease and a new Jebad 
will provoke a new Crusade. Peace and 
edocation under honest rolers,—these are the 
needs of the Moslem peopler. The patient 
needs tonics, your party offers him excitants 
and does not dream that there is any risk of 
his becoming delirions. JULIUS.

THE BANE OF THE CAPITULATIONS. 


‘Evangelical’ (Cairo) writes:—The following 
tflections bave suggested themselves to ma 
+ fer reading a work by M. de Guerville entitled 
yNew Egypt.” In using the above title it 
should be borne in mind that I am’ consi- 
dering a sebject qoite apart from ‘that of 
Egyptian morality, which distinction, far from 
being one without a difference,is a very import- 
ant cue. The moral qualities of the Egyptian 
people are very ably dealt with by Lane in 
Chapter XLII. (‘Character’) of his well kaown | - 
work “Manners and Customs of the Modern 
Egyptians,” and what he wrote of the inhabi- 


tants of this country more than half a century. 


ego cqually applies to the natives of the 


| present day,eo litt'e do these old-time countries 


change in 80 comparatively short a period. 
When [ase the term “Morality in Bgypt” I 
refer to that of the many foreigners who nc 
live in Bgypt or visit the coontry daring the. 
winter searon, one phase of which is very 
prominently dealt with in a bcok that has 
of late attracted considerable notice in Europe 
and in the United States, as well as in Egypt! 
The American newspapers have been pdblish- 
ing extrec’s from M. de Guerville’s ‘New 
Egypt” which you reviewed a few months ago, 
and ove of the leading papers, “The Boston 
Herald,” confesses itself unable to determine 
if the abandon both of men and it pr 
cha 
racteristic, or if English, French, and Ame 
rican tourists are not responsible for mech 
of the bad odoor of Cairo and Alexandria. 
I may eay at oncethat I think it matter for 
regret that M. de Guerville showed himself 
80 receptive respecting information of a scan- 
dalcus nature. There is so mach in the book 
that is of real interest—for example, his 
description of the Khedive’s farming operation», 
—that it is a pity that i sould ‘be dis- 
figured by so much scandalouaé gossip, which 
may do harm in many ways, ‘though perhaps 
it may sérve a good purpose. in helping to 
bring into prominence the @ done to 
the cause of public morality by the continued 


#xistence of the Capitulations and the abuses 


which they, and they alone, render possible, 
In spite of Lord Cromer’s Report, I see 
At present no sign. of any movement 
for their modification, either in the direo- 
tion of a strong expression. of public 
opinion or of official action. Sarely it is time 
that some’ décided protest was made against the 
further continued exercise of powers which in 
the present day could well be diepensed 
with. It is greatly to be regretted that a 
keener sense of responsibility i is not felt by 
forkign residents in Egypt. Their nonchalence 
alone renders poasib!e the existence of such 
hotbeds of vice as the “Fishmarket” in Cairo 
and the “Garden” in Alexandria. Sach plagoe 
spots ehoold be ruthlessly dealt with in the 
first instance, and their cleaning followed by 
the resolute suppression of gambling hells, 
places for the sale of adulterated- foreign 


| liquors, and the system of fraud under which 


inferior brands sre sold onder forged trade 
labe's. We krow what can be done by ‘pyr is 
accomplisbei in the matter of ‘hashish ; 
tunate'y for Egypt, hashish smoking is ifr in- 
dolged in by Earopeans, 56 that it does not 
come under the «gis of the Capitalationa and 
measures for the sappression of the traffic are 
not hampered by foreign interference. 

The general impression left on the mind of 
the reader of “New Egypt” is that the won- 
derfal prozperity to be ssen on every hand in 
Ezypt brings with it, instead cf an abatement 
of immorality, a most undesirable lowering of 
a standard of public morality that has never 
been high. If this goes on, and, has really 
attained the proportions assigned to it by M. 
de Guerville, respectable toorists will shan 
this country, and wanderers in Bible Jands 
will confine themselves to Palestine, Syria, and 
other places where vice is not 80 openly 
flannted. On the other hand the roné, the 
gambler, the ar me \be encouraged to 
come in order to indul pers in practices that.

THE SULTAN AND EGYPT. 


HOME PRESS ON THE SETTLEMENT. 


The announcement that the Sultan had 
acceded to the British demands was received 
with great satisfaction by the Press at home, 
and “the success of Sir Edward Grey’s diplo- 
macy is the subject of general congratalation; 
at the same time the hand of Lord Cromer 
is thoronghly recognised, by these who know 
Egypt. We append a few of the leading com- 
ments;— 

“Times.” 

The Sultan, who is a man of great shrewd: 
ness, when he allows his powers of judgment 
fiir play, can hardly fail to draw some usefol 
“eonclasions from the signal and conspicnons 
failare of hia foolish attempt to “bloff” this 
country. He is much too clear-ighted not 


to realize how complete and humiliating that 


failnre has been, and how serious is the blow 
which it must inflict upon bia preatige, not 
only in Egypt, bot thronghout the Maheme- 
dan world. He must bitterly: regret by this 
time tbat he flang dowa to us a challenge 
which he hss been compelled to withdraw, 
and that be has demonstrated in thie way 
that in no circomstances can it be well for 
discontented Mahcmedans to put their trost 
in bim. No ingenuity can bice from them the 
fact that he has tried a fall with England 
and thet he has been badly worsted in it. 
Some of them at Cairo, who occupy very 
high stations, were undonobtedly encouraged 
by his agente, and even by his High Commis- 
sioner, to take part in very dangerous intri- 
gees, ‘They now find themselves deserted, 
and it may be that when the whole story has 
been unravelled, they will discover that the 
interests of his confederates are tho very last 
matter with. which Abdol Hamid concerns 
himeelt, when he is ia d fhealties himself. ..... 
Now that the hot fit is over, he must 
perceive that, ifhe were to persist in meddling 
in Egypt, he might indeed cause os some tron- 
ble, but that, when that trouble was over, it is 
not we who would have lett Bgypt for good. We 
are content to reccgo‘ze bis nominal suzarainty 
so long as be does not attempt to ase it as an 
engire to undermine the British cccupation. 
Bat if he werp to provoke a coxflict, it isthe 
shadow, end nct the substance, which would 
disappear in the stroggle. There is another 
conseqaence of this episode on which he cannot 
reflect with satisfaction. He has demonatrated 
that no Power was ready to back his quarrel, 
while not _on!y France, buat Rossis, France's 
ally, warm!y supported oor attitode against 
him. That is a phenomenon which he msy 
ponder with advantage.’ 

Referring to the evil influence exercised by 
Izzet Pacha, the'*Times” ssys: Notbirg has done 
more to hurt the larger interests of the Ottoman 
Empire, as the more tagacioas of the Tarkish 
statesmen themselves recognize, than the 
disastrous itfloence which ignorant and ambi- 
tions favourites like Izz3t Pacha have acquired 
over foreign sffaire. It ia eminently desirable, 
both in the trove interests cf Turkey and in the 
interests of those European Powers who really 
wish her wel!, that this inflaence ehoold be 
destroyed. The remedy isin the hands of the 
Ambassadors at Constantinople and of their 
Governments”

reality of British power in the beart of

‘ Sinai ard a handred Miles of the’ northern 
wilderoess between the Su:z Canal and the 
new and formidable machinery for mobilisation 
with which the Ottoman Empire wi'l be alti- 
mately provided, she protects her position as 
the greate:t of all Mohamedan: Powers, and 
defends the rights conferred opon her by the 
onsurpassed works of constroctive statesman- 
thip which she has accomplished singlehanded 
+ in the interes's of the Egyptian people. Se- 
condly, the British régime upon the Nile isa 
new gaarantee for the interests of civilisation 
at large in the pan-Islsmic sphere—for the 
safety of the Mchamedan Em) ire cf France, 
and of the Moslem territories of the Tsar. Our 
role in Egypt is now the keystone which could

Torkish 
fac'iop in Cairo, and onwilling as the Egyptians 
would be to be despoiled by the Tarks, we 
shall no doubt te wise to take security that 
the Saltan shall not bgve an emissary in Cairo 
whose main bustnsss- ). Undermine our 
position. ‘Tha Sultan, io par“opinion, shodld 
ba told that he must viclfcaw the High Com- 
missioner, and that if ha fefuses to do this,.we 
shall have to reconsider the whole of those 
nominal relations in which Egypt stands to 
the ‘'urkish Empire. (‘Tbe Spectator’).

Professor Fisher in the manofactore of the 
Egyptian mammy uses human teeth—fre- 
qoently procored from dentists—and baman 

nee ~procared from surgical  oollezes. 
With this genuine frame for s gronnd work, be 
manafactures the dried and wrinkled ‘‘flash” 
(a perfect imitation of the Egyptian embalmer’s 
effect) from theaotual basis of carnal sub- 
stances, 

Areal mummy, when chemically “analyzed, 
resolves to a basis of animal glacose. In order 
that his work’ may stand this test, be em- 
ploys that basis, asing glacose and cotton 
batting, thos defying scient fic scepticism, 
should it exist, in this particolar. The cotton, 
under any alchemio scid, lesyes the material 
atcmio ingredient of skin and tisane, which is 
nothing more than the base substance « f clay. 
Here again a test fails to detect the fracd. 


STAND EVERY TEST. 


From the various abattoirs he procures such 
entrails and other organs as can-be preserved 
by his process of embalming, and then sbapes 
them so they will conform to _homan organs.

Thongh a creation of cotton, glacose and papier 
maché, they stand every conceivable test. 

Professor Fisher lesrned the secrets of his 
weird art in far Berlin, where, as a taxidermist, 
he became well known to the natoralists: of 
Germany.

almost astronomical regolarity of his visita for 
inspection to his dentist, can scarcely fail to 
be struck by the lamentable contrast between 
his owm teeth and those ofthe happy-go-lacky 
Berberee servant whom he employ>. Needless 
to say, 6xplanations ofa fact so striking -have 
not been lacking: they have been, however, 
more abundant than adeqaste. The popolar 
explanation ia of great interest, becauee it 
introdaces us at once toa biological contro- 
veray Of which the popular explainer is perhaps 
ecarcely coguieant. It is commonly said that 
oar teeth are “degenerate.” Whereas’ the 
sevage uses bis, we have invented various 
modes of cooking and relection of food, not 
to mention the knife and fork, which render 
oor teeth more or: less supe: floons. The con- 
seqaence isthat they have fallen into com- 
parative disuse. Effects of this disase are 
trantmitted, from generation to generation of 
civilised pdéoples, and so thesphrase is jastified 
that dur testh are dezenerate. But the 
biclogist retorts that to accept this explana- 


tion is to make a quite onwarrantable assomp- 


tion. He denies in toto that the effects of 
disnse are transmissible by inberitance— 
Lamarck, Spencer, and Darwin notwithstand- 
ing—and his arguments are so strong that 
we are compelled, or all but compelled, to 
believe him. lo so far as teeth are concerned, , 
there car be no doubt that be is absolately | 
right. The Lamarckian explanation of the bad 
teeth of civilised man must be rejected, even 
if it leaves as anchorless. Better no theory 
than a bad one. 

The natural selectionist would say that 
what cannot be explained on Lamarakian 
princfples is readily capsble of explanation by 
him. He woald say that in former days good 
teeth were of ase in the stroggle for existence, | 
and that they therefore tended to be selected, 
whilst persons hig bad teeth tended to 
die young and childless. [t would be assamed 
in such an explanation that thare are inborn 
and therefore transmissible tendencies to have | 
good of bad teeth. Sach an explanation does | 
very well’ ina thousand casee, but it really , 
counts for very little in the present instance. 

As in the case of tha asserted degeneracy of 
the national pbysique, we are led to the much ) 
more hopcfal proporition that the badness of ’ 
our teeth does not depend apon inborn char- | 
acters at all, but for each individual is a 
consequence of his individaal circumstances 
during his existence as ao individual. In other 


words, the aa role is, on this mach more\ 


probable doctring, that at birth weall have a 
pretty fair start in the matter of teeth. We do 
not it herit the defect of decay in our parenta’ 
teeth, nor are our owa teeth likely to be the 
worse because our parents have allowed the 
cook and the knife to do part of tha work 
which a savage would have done with bis 
teeth. Is there, than, any particolar direction 


to which we may turn for the environmental ;-- 


fastors which determine the lamentable state 
of the average civilized mouth ? Before attempt- 
ing to answer this qnestion it is-well.to realise 
the immediafe-canse of dental decay. 

A tooth decays simply because acids are 
produced in the moutb, which act chemically 
apon, and thereby disso've the salts, mainly of 
time, which constitute the enamel covering of 
the tooth. Now, the characteristic secretions of | 
the mouth are not acid, bot very definitely 
alkaline, as might well be expected Ths acids 
which destroy oor teeth are not to be found, 
again, in the food ; they are the prodocts, with 
the rarest exceptions, of bacteria This isa 
comparatively recent and, of coarse, a capital 
discovery. The conclusion would appear to be 
that we mast adopt a system of antiseptics. In 
this belief, the oe writer's teeth, like those 
ot every one cf his readers, were subjected, 
half an hour ago, on getting up, to the action 
of an antiseptic and alkaline dentifeice. Oo this ' 
score, the advantage of the civilised man over : 
the\ savage would appear to be great; and, 
yetthe savage slway beats us. The value of ; 
the tooth brosh and - dentif ices bas probably 
been immensely over-:ated. Wo must probe 
farther still. The present brief pote has been 
anggested by my reading of a litt'e book jast - 
published by Dr. Sim Wallace, whereip~the 
author addooea farther arguments in favour of 


his view that our teeth decay because of iow 


manner in which our diet is deprived-of its: 
coarser parts, and is s0 prepared and consomeil 
that it tends to !odge in the month, affordi 
an excellent diet for acid-prodacing bacteri 
and thue leading ta acid solution or the enanie!, 
I bave left myself no space in which to disoass 
Dr. Wallace's cogant contentions. At any rate, 
it is quite cortaid that civilised man, plus’ 
the tocth-brosh and antiseptics, makes a very 
poor show in comparison with the unaided
